"The laws of twenty-eight states, 
in one respect or another, are below 
the very reasonable standards fixed 
by the two federal acts. Now that the 
second federal act has been declared 
invalid, Georgia dependent children 
12 years of age may be worked ten 
hours a day, and children 14 1-2 all 
night long. In North Carolina chil- 
dren 12 may be worked 11 hours a 
day during school vacations, and chil- 
dren of 14 the same long work day 
the entire year. Important mining 
states fall below the sixteen-year age 
limit for employment In mines. Other 
shortcomings of existing state laws 
could be mentioned. Reports cominjj 
in indicate that a host of children are 
now going to work who would have 
been kept out of child labor if tho 
federal act had remained in force. 

"Federal protection must be restor- 
ed to these boys and girls. We need 
to bear in mind, not only that some 
states have so far failed to measure 
up to the federal standards, but that 
there is no telling when, if left to

Pbyiiciani and Nuraea Are Employed 
to Travel Over the Country and 
Qiva to Paranta tha Inttructloni 
and Service Th.y Need.

Washington A.rordlng to the Int 
eat MUM (eg In the lunula of the fed- 
eral children's hurenii. each year In 
th- ITBttad stales iron, MO/M t.. Mt, 
M*» hnhles tile In the rlrst year of their 
lives and ahout u:t.i«»> motliera die 
In bringing children Into the world' 
There are nine countries where a new 
horn BBBB Iihs a better chance of 
growing to healthy childhood than In 
AMfltB, and there are BMM BtB 
it land- where It la anfer for a MMB 
to become a mother. 

With a keen appreciation of this 
situation the Ih-purtment of Ijihor 
through Ita rhlldren'a bureau, hna 
taken up the difficult taak of saving 
the Uvea of thotisnnda of hnhles BM 
mothers who tile unnecesaarlly In this 
country. 

The nation thla year hHP invested 
MiMaVMI In the enterTirlse. f-Ml.tgWI of 
which will he BBBi hy the DBJMMBa 
..f Labor for Its ndmlnlstrHtlve work, 
slid the balance will be allotted 
among the states All of this ninnev 
goea directly for service ami Instruc- 
flona to mothers and babies. The 
various state* designate the state 
Hgency which will handle the funds 
and do the work. Theae MM sub 
mlf their plans for maternity and In- 
fancy aid t., the federal board of 
maternity and Infancy hygiene, com- 
posed of the chief of the children's 
IMM the surgeon general of the 
lulled States public health aervlce 
and the I nlted Statea commissioner 
of education. 

Cara l» Solution of Problem. 

The children's bureau has made ex 
tensive studios of mortality among In- 
fants and mothera. In various 
cities, women associated with the bu- 
reau have laken up the problem of 
Infant mortality In a human way. 
avoiding the cold statlatlcnl method 
and tracing Infant, social, civic and 
economic conditions. These women 
have reached the conclusion that If 
all children i re well born and well 

would tie negligible 

The solution of this problem of 
anvlug mothers and babies, the In 
veaflgators of file 
have found, la cure, 
conditions nnd proper medical and 
nursing intention for the mother, both 
before and after the child Is horn, and 
pr,>|H-r nursing for the child In Its 
MfMMJ are the primary ohlecta of 
the compalgn to save mothers and 
babies 

The mothers and fHthers of the 

country, the exiurlence of the ex- 
|a>rts of the children's hureau ahovva 
are eager for help. In a Western 
state where the bureau held an In- 
fant well'are conference, mothers and 
fathers drove great distances and 
,atn|a>.| uil • ver night 'n order that 
they might he sure their babied would

Child Welfare Special.

passed and approved. May 8, 1922. 

This ordinance was published in 
The Citizen, Auguat 31. Every doc- 
tor In Berea, except one, and he is 
out of town, ha* been interviewed on 
thi* *ubject and ha* expressed hi* 
hearty support to thi* ordinance. 
The ordinance read* a* follows: 
It *hall be unlawful for the owner 
or agent nl any premise* or real 
estate within the city of Berea, Ky.. 
upon which a building i* situated, and 
where no system of *ewage disposal 
approved by the State Board of 
Health i* provided or maintained to 
cither let, lea- ; e, or permit the same 
to be occupied for residence purposes, 
or for business or other purpoaea, 
which net cssi'ates the occupation of 
such building or premise* by human 
being, unless every such building or 
| remises shall be provided with ade- 
quate privy or water-cloaet equip- 
ment, constructed, equipped and main- 
tained ir> a manner satiafactory to 
the State and County Board of 
Health. 

Every dwelling or other structure 
within the city of Berea, Ky., which ia 
not provide.! with a lawful privy »>r 
closet is hereby declared to be insani- 
tary and dangerous to the publi* 
health when occupied, and it shall he 
the duty of th | -ounty health officer 
t.» post or cause to be posted in a 
conspicuous place upon dwelling or 
structure, whether it be occupied or 
unoccupied, a notice giving warning 
to the public that such dwelling or 
structure is insanitary. Each such no- 
tice ao posted shall remain until the 
provisions of thi* section and the 
other provisions of the regulation* 
health and

Any owner or agent violating any 
of the proviaion* of this section as 
Id equipment, construction and main- 
tainence of priviea or cloaeta shall be 
subject to a penalty of Jin. 00 nor
